Germany, Wage Slave Of The Allies

R. B. 31- ANDERSON, Jr., economist of the Chase 


National Bank, has suggested in the New York 


Times that Germany can pay large reparations (in ad- 
dition to the billions already paid) by ^increasing her 
"surplus of production over consumption." 


Mr. Anderson admits that it will probably be a f,'<>n- 


eration before Germany's productive efficiency 
c-t. ia!s 


that of pre-war days. But he thinks Germany can great- 
ly reduce a standard of living which he acknowledges 
was in pre-war days far below the American, .-taiidard 
and yet maintain her population. 


Supposing that this is scientifically possible, it is s-» 


wholly opposed to the interest of the workers of the 
world" that American labor ought to oppose it without 
compromise. 
If French or German efficiency experts 


can find a way to support German workers at the low<>.;t 
living wage consistent with health, if French armies can 
cow the workers into accepting such conditions—and 
these are large ifs—it would be a calamity worse than 
fire and flood to the workers of every other industrial 
country. 
Every British. French and American employer 


from steel to textiles would tell the workers, with sonic- 
justice, that he could not raise wages and meet German 
competition. 


But some advocate of "justice"—by whicn he prob- 


ably means vengeance—will say, "Germany 
was the 


criminal; Germany must pay." We would not ruin the 
workers of other lands to punish German workers even 
if that were justice. 
It is not. Germany as a nation 


was not solely responsible for the war. The war grew 
out of the cynical game which Czarist Russia. Imperial 
Britain, Republican (but not democratic) France played 
as -well as the Teutonic powers. 
It is a game Britain. 


France and Italy still play. That is the first point. 


The second is that even if the German rulers were 


solely responsible for the beginning of the great war, it 
is no more just for the Allies to enslave German workers 
and their children into the third and fourth generation 
than it was for Mussolini to kill Greek children on Corfu 
because somebody shot some Italian officers many miles 
away. Notions of national honor or justice which work 
such woe are fit only for bedlam or for the hell they 
create.
